The  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  and 
the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  operate 
a  number  of  commuter  parking  lots  through- 
out the  state.   These  Park-and-Rlde  lots 
enable  individuals  to  drive  shod  distances 
from  their  homes  and  gain  access  to  other 
forms  of  transportation,  such  as  commuter 
buses,  carpools,  and  vanpools.   Most  of  the 
lots  are  conveniently  located  along  major 
arteries.   Parking  is  often  free 

Many  suburban  MBTA  rapid  transit  and 
commuter  rail  stations  offer  inexpensive 
parking  facilities  for  commuters.   Prices  at 
these  stations  range  from  $1  to  $4  per  day. 

This  brochure  is  intended  to  help  commuters 
find  and  use  the  many  Park-and-Ride  facilities 
in  the  state.  By  using  these  lots,  commuters 
can  do  much  to  address  the  problems  of 
traffic  congestion  and  air  pollution.

The  program  is  based  on  the  selling  of 
transit  vouchers  to  employers,  who 
then  distnbute  them  to  employ- 
ees as  a  benefit-   In 
Boston,  the  vouchers 
can  be  used  to  pay 
fares  for  CARAVAN 
vanpools,  as  well  as 
area  transit,  bus,  rail, 
and  ferry  services, 

For  employees,  Com- 
muter Checks  are  a  tax- 
free  benefit  that  allows 
them  to  offset  the  cost 
of  a  necessary  service. 
For  employers.  Commuter  Checks  are 
a  fully  tax-deductible  business  expense  (under 
Section  132  of  the  Federal  tax  code,  employers 
can  subsidize  employee  transit  fares  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $65  per  month,  or  up  to  $780  a 
year).  Commuter  Check-  vouchers  are  avail- 
able in  $20  denominations  in  Boston, 

The  MBTA.  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Council,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Transportation,  the  New  England  Bus  Transpor- 
tation Association,  and  CARAVAN  all  play  a  role 
in  the  marketing  and  coordination  of  Commuter 
Check  in  Boston.

How  It  Works 

Vanpooling  is  a  cooperative  arrangement  in 
which  7  to  15  commuters  with  common  sched- 
ules share  the  ride  to  work.   In  most  cases,  one 
person  from  the  group  volunteers  to  do  the 
driving  in  exchange  for  a  free  commute  and 
personal  use  of  the  vehicle.   Each  group  also 
has  at  least  one  back-up  driver  who  assumes 
responsibility  for  the  van  should  the  regular 
driver  be  ill  or  on  vacation.  The  pick- up/drop -off 
points  and  the  route  are  set  and  agreed  to  by 
the  group.  Monthly  charges,  including  fixed 
operating,  and  insurance  costs,  are  based  on 
daily  round-trip  commute  mileage  and  vehicle 
model  and  year    Each  vehicle  provider  carres 
an  insurance  policy.   Because  the  group  splits 
the  expenses,  the  per-person  charge  decreases 
as  the  number  of  vanpool  riders  increases. 
Commuter  Check-  vouchers  can  be  used  to  pay 
for  vanpool  transportation.   CARAVAN  provides 


services  to  the  vanpools.  including  marketing 
and  ridematching  assistance  necessary  to 

maintain  ridership. 

Benefits  of  Vanpooling 

•  Cost  Savings:  Riding  in  a  vanpool  drastically 
reduces  commute  costs.   Vanpoolers  share  gas 
costs,  tolls,  parking  costs,  and  other  expenses. 
Based  on  figures  provided  by  the  American 

Automobile  Association, 
dnving  alone  to  work  50 
miles  each  way  can  cost 
over  $6,700  a  year.  The 
same  commute  in  a  14- 
person  vanpool  can  cost 
as  little  as  $1,186  annu' 
ally.

•  Free  Registration  and  License  Plates:   Massa- 
chusetts offers  free  registration  and  license 
plates  to  all  qualified  vanpools.  Contact  CARA- 
VAN for  certification  and  application  information, 

•  Insurance  Discount:   Vanpool  passengers  are 
eligible  to  receive  a  discount  on  their  persona 
automobile  insurance.   Every  month,  CARAVAN 
will  mail  the  vanpool  driver  a  pass  for  each 
qualified  passenger  on  the  van.  This  pass 
signifies  vanpool  participation  for  that  month. 

By  collecting  11  consecutive  monthly  passes 
during  the  policy  year,  a  vanpool  passenger  can 
claim  a  10%  discount  on  property  damage  and 


collision  coverage  at  the  beginning  of  a  policy 
year 

•  Vanpool  Boarding  Zones.  Vanpools  traveling  lo 
Boston  have  the  opportunity  to  use  Vanpool 
Boarding  Zones.  The  Boston  Transportation 
Department  has  designated  a  number  of  such 
zones,  each  of  which  is  conveniently  located  on 
major  commuting  routes  throughout  the  city. 
The  program  provides  vanpools  with  reserved 
10-minute  standing  zones,  which  may  only  be 
used  by  registered  vanpools.   Time  restrictions 
vary

Massachusetts  Highway  Department 
High-Occupancy  Vehicle  (HOV)  Lanes 

Using  HOV  lanes  can  effectively  reduce  traffic  congestion,  promote  rideshanng,  improve 
air  quality,  and  increase  workplace  accessability   HOV  lanes  are  open  to  CARPOOLS, 
VANPOOLS.  BUSES,  and  otfier  multiple-passenger  vetiicles.  They  are  not  open  to 
single-occupant  vefiicles. 

1-95  North 

•  Runs  for  two  miles  from  Mystic  Avenue  in  Medford  to  the  Route  1/1-93  merge. 
|ust  before  the  Charles  River  Crossing, 

•  Eligible  to  High  Occupancy  Vehicles  (HOVs).  or  vehicles  with  two  or  more  occupants 
(carpools.  vanpools.  buses,  etc  ). 

•  Open  to  HOVs  only  between  6:30  AM  and  9:30  AM  (non-HOV  vehicles  may  use  the 
lane  at  all  other  times). 

1-93  South  (Southeast  Expressway) 

•  Called  the  "Southeast  Express  Lane,"  this  HOV  lane  runs  for  six  miles  from  Furnace 
Brook  Parkway  in  Quincy  to  Freeport  Street  in  Boston, 

•  Open  dunng  peak  commuting  hours  in  the  AM  and  PM  for  inbound  and  outbound 
traffic, 

•  A  special  vehicle  that  can  place  moveable  concrete  barriers  is  used  to  create  the  HOV 
lane  for  the  morning  and  afternoon  commutes. 

•  The  lane  is  equipped  with  cameras  that  monitor  incidents  and  accidents  in  the  lane. 
In  addition,  emergency  vehicles  can  gain  access  to  the  lane  through  retractable 
gates.
